In the Jast to the Colossians, St. Panl com- 
mands them to read in the Church, the epistle from 
|Laodicea. Whereis it? In the first to the Corin 
ithians, c. 5. v. 9, St. Paul says, “I wrote you in an 
‘espistle.” Where is this epistle? St. Matthew, 
‘whose Hebrew Gospel does not exist, in his 27th @ 
iy. 9, quotes words spoken by the prophet Jeremy, 
which are not now found in the writings of the pro- 
phet. St. Matthew, also, c. 2, v. 23, says, “it was 
spoken by the prophets, ‘He shall be called a Nw 
|zarene.” Where in any of the prophetic books now 
‘existing is called a Nazarene? The books, then of 
‘the prophets, here alluded to by St. Matthew, must 
jhave perished. This was the belief, Rev. Sir, of 
'the great St. John Chrysostom, whom we are better 
pleased to. follow, than the Preacher in the Middle 
Dutch Church. In his 9th Hom. on St. Matt. he
